"The first step consists in making- 
a papier-macho (pasteboard) mold 
of the type form. This is done- by 
wetting 
a 
sheet of pasteboard,, 


spreading it over a type form, 
and 
plaqing tho form and pasteboard in 
a press that is heated by steam or 
electricity to bake the 
pasteboard. 
The result is a matrix, or mat, that 
contains a mold of all the type In the 
form. 
"The mat is then placed in a cast- 
ing box, and molten metal Is poured 
over it. 
After flowing into all the 


depressions in the mat, the 
metal 
hardens into a plate that is an exact 
copy of all the type and will print 
the same words and pictures. If the 
casting mold is curved, the mat is 
bent and the resulting- plate is curved 
or the rotary press.

may be made from one mat.
